The New Boston Artillery Company and Molly Stark 


The famous Molly Stark cannon, captured from the British at the 
battle of Bennington (Vt.) by New Hampshire troops under the command 
of General John Stark on August 16, 1777, has for many generations been 
the proud possession of the citizens of New Boston. She deserves our esteem 
and careful protection as a symbol of the courage and valor of the men 
who fought with her. She is two hundred and ten years old, having been 
cast in Paris, France, in 1743. “Old Molly,’ as we affectionately call her, 
has had a most glorious history, serving under the French flag once, the 
British twice, and the American twice. Bei: 

The historic events leading up to the battle of Bennington, and the 
battle itself, have been recorded in history. Of especial interest to us are 
the details concerning the capture of the gun, Molly Stark. 

History records the following details concerning the battle, “‘the fruits 
of the victory were four pieces of brass canon, several stand of arms, eight 
brass drums, a quantity of German broadswords, and about 700' prisoners.” It 
is also noted that General Stark’s horse was killed in the action. 

Our gun, Molly Stark, was one of these four pieces, it being a four 
pounder. Two were of this size and two were three pounders. 

History does not record definite information concerning the date that 
the New Boston Artillery Company, then attached to the Ninth Regiment, 
New Hampshire Militia, received possession of the gun. However, since 
historical records show that this gun was in the War of 1812 and that 
General Stark died in 1822, it appears correct to presume that the New 
Boston Company received the gun some time previous to Stark’s death. It 
is quite accurate to assume that this cherished relic was a personal gift 
from him to the men of the New Boston Company since many of them 
fought under him at Bennington. 

The original New Boston Artillery Company was active until 1852. It 
was in that year that the General Court repealed the law requiring military 
service. 

We can imagine that the young men of those days were tired of military 
service and so the old Company was disbanded. All military accouterments 
were returned to the State except Molly Stark. Those hardy souls who had 
preserved and protected her for the many years would not give her up. 

During the intervening years until June 21, 1938 no legal authority had 
claimed the right of ownership. Numerous are tales of rivalry between our 
neighboring towns for the possession of the gun. Many have been her 
hidden mysteries. All constitute the hereditary history of our town. 

In the spring of 1938, certain incidents developed that caused serious 
thought among some of our citizens relative to the security of the gun. On 
June 7th a meeting was called by William O. Dodge for reorganizing the 
Artillery Company. It was incorporated on August 31, 1938. The object for 
which this corporation was established is to have custody of and responsi- 
bility for the cannon, ‘‘Molly Stark.” 

The Constitution provides that all legal male residents of the town of 
New Boston eighteen years of age or over shall be eligible for membership 
in the Company upon signing the oath of allegiance. 

During the years since the non-military activation of the Company, the 
tradition of former years has been preserved and the New Boston Artillery 
Company has served a very useful purpose in the community.

LESLIE E. TOWER 


Gravel. — An early spring started mud in February. We were able 
to gravel the mud places about as fast as they showed. In all we 
spent $2,036.81. 


Culverts and Drainage. — Fourteen stone culverts were replaced 
with cement pipe, and six others were repaired. Bulldozer was used 
to ditch where it was too hard to do with grader. The end of culverts 
were inspected and cleaned in the fall. Money spent, $2,008.22. 


Grader Work. — Most roads were graded four to five times. The 
Turnpike Road No. 50 and the road that leads to it from Tom Bose’s 
Corner was done seven times. There is too much high speed traffic 
on these roads, which makes it impossible to keep smooth. Others with 
very little traffic were done twice. Spent $2,563.86. 


Brush. — $1,317.65 was spent on brush and trees. Dry weather pro- 
hibited burning side of road and brush had to be trucked off, making 
cost considerably higher. 


Village Streets. — Swept and dirt lugged off $116.40. Two new catch 
basins were installed by church and school, which cost is in culverts 
and drainage. 


Bridges. — Two were replanked. One replaced by cement pipe.

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Report of Planning Board 


A Planning Board of four members-at-large and one member from 
the Board of Selectmen was voted at the Town Meeting, March 10, 
1953. Those appointed by the Board of Selectmen were: one year, 
Clarence Boulter; two years, Rheba Locke; three years, Yvonne Gomes; 
four years, John Colburn and Selectman Robert Barss. 


The Planning Board met the first Thursday of each month in 
the Selectmen’s Office. 


Upon suggestion for a parking place for the Sargent’s Bus, Mr. 
Clayton Sargent was contacted. He didn’t think it was advisable 
because of the cross traffic through Central Square. 


Mr. and Mrs. Charles Gould were asked to work with the Board 
to name the roads in New Boston that signs may be made and erected 
in the future. A map has been made and will be presented at ‘Town 
Meeting for approval. 


Mr. August Gomes has drawn a plan for landscaping the grounds 
of the new school. The plan was submitted to the School Board but 
is awaiting action of this years School Meeting for making more 
school room available. 


A Labor Survey was drawn and sent to the townspeople that upon 
inquiry of an interested business concern the Board would have a 
classified index of labor skills. A stitching concern was interested in 
New Boston as a location but after getting the required number of 
workers the company found the available buildings too small. 


Mr. Charles French has consented to head a committee to gather 
and catalogue data for a New Boston Town History. This history 
should be completed before 1963 when New Boston will celebrate 
its Bi-Centennial. 


Through the Planning Boards efforts the League of New Hamp- 
shire Arts and Crafts has opened two classes in New Boston. This is 
the beginning of a program that can eventually lead to an outlet 
for craftsmen of the community through a League Shop in New Boston 
and the other League Shops throughout the State. The establishment 
of a Shop will attract people to New Boston and effect business in 
the community as well as provide or supplement a livelihood for 
participating members. 

The following items have been generally discussed and will be 
taken up in next years meetings; sewerage disposal, town dump, town 
water supply, town forest, road beautification and building regulations.

Back Meeting House Hill Road, improve grade, gravel and 


black-top $1,800.00 
Follansbee to Hershey’s, remove walls, cut banks, install 

culverts and improve grade at large culvert $1,600.00 
Road 50 or (Turnpike) will apportion to this project the 

nature of improvement to be decided later $4,000.00 
To adjust the balance of the 1954 funds to improve Wason’s 

Hill and Bose’s Corner $1,662.24 


Forestry Committee Report 


The Forestry Committee has been active during the past year co- 
operative with the Selectmen and County Forester, Robert Breck. 


Sections of the Lydia Dodge Lot have been marked for selective 
cutting of poles, posts, and logs. The tentative plan is for the operat- 
ing to be done by the Road Agent and Town Help whenever there 
is no road work. 


500 red pine reedlings have been ordered through the Soil Con- 
servation Program and will be set out this spring. 


The committee believes this project has greater opportunities than 
at first anticipated.

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Finance Committee Report 


A careful study of our overall financial picture indicates our town is 
far from being a “well-to-do” community. It demonstrates that we 
have about reached the limit of our ability to pay taxes—an opinion 
some reached some time ago. 


While the School District expenses have increased materially during 
the past few years (and will further increase again next year) the 
taxable property in our town has not kept pace — in fact the net 
valuation for 1953 was $11,053.26 less than in 1952. 


Until the burden of taxation is taken from our real estate and 
personal property by some action of the State, or until some new 
development occurs which will produce more taxable property we can 
limit the size of our taxes only by intelligent action in our Town and 
School District meetings and thru prudent and conscientious admin- 
istration of our affairs by our elected officials. 


A sincere desire on the part of most ‘Town and School officials to 
cooperate with the Finance Committee’s efforts to keep the tax rate 
within reasonable bounds was quite apparent. We express our appre- 
ciation to these officials. 


We are happy to state that this combined effort has produced a 
possibility of holding our tax rate at its present level, even in face of 
a substantial increase in the budget of the School District. 


Providing you accept the recommendations of this committee as 
made below the tax rate for 1954 should be about $5.31. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


Town Budget — Recommend all items as printed. 


School District Budget — Recommend all items as printed. (Note: 
—Full recommendation was achieved after each item was discussed 
and adjustments agreed upon by Officials and the Finance Committee) 


TOWN WARRANT ARTICLES 


4. Recommend. This appropriation is necessary to qualifiy our town 
to receive monies under the Town Road Aid Act. 


5. Recommend. Much protective work has been done in New 
Boston, A continuance is recommended to protect previous investment. 


6. Recommend. The fact that the Federal Government is willing 
to pay one half the cost of a two way radio, (which is the purpose of 
the appropriation in this Article) indicates they are still of the belief 
we are “not out of the woods” as yet. We suggest acceptance purely 
on the grounds that a war emergency could leave us without outside 
communications. 
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7. Recommend. A professional audit of the town’s accounts would 
assure us that our financial affairs were in good order and that we 
were complying with all laws. The Report and Recommendations 
accompanying such an audit should prove of considerable value to our 
town officials. We recommend that such an audit be made every third 
year. 


8. Recommend. While it is difficult to put a value on the intangible 
advantages which might accrue to our town thru the operations of 
the Merrimack Valley Association we agree with the other 21 towns 
contributing that there is value and that we should continue to en- 
courage the development of this region thru this medium. 


9. Recommend. While the Finance Committee has worked out 
well this year a larger committee should prove to be in the best interest 
of the town. We suggest that two members-at-large be added. 


10. Recommend. The Summer Road Maintenance item in the 
Budget has been reduced from $6,000. to $5,000. This was partially 
made possible by the acceptance by the Selectmen of the Finance 
Committee’s suggestion that the sum of $643.55 be transferred to the 
Summer Maintenance account from the Trust Funds — there being 
that amount in the Funds earmarked for rebuilding of bridges. 


11. Recommend. An investigation by this Committee revealed the 
possibility of a saving of about $300. per year by making arrangements 
to have the street lights turned off each night at midnight. They are 
now burning all night. 


12. Recommend. When the Road Program was accepted in 1951 
the town accepted also the principle that all monies received from 
the Gas Tax Refund and all monies appropriated for Summer Road 
Maintenance should be used for Summer Maintenance, and that all 
monies received under the Town Road Aid Act should be expended 
on permanent Road Improvements, (page 49 of 1951 Town Report). 
We recommend that the practice of using Maintenance monies for 
Road Improvement projects be stopped and the principle of 1951 be 
reinstated, in order that more adequate Summer Road work can be 
maintained. 


13. Recommend. This Article was devised by the 1951 Road Com- 
mittee with the assistance of the Attorney General in order to keep 
the Road Program alive and in operation from year to year. It pro- 
vides for a full report to you each year by the Selectmen of the work 
performed during the previous year and their recommendations as 
to the projects to be finished in the current year. This, in order that 
the citizens may have full information to base any discussion of the 
progress made and for them to form an opinion as to their approval or 
disapproval of the proposed projects. 
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14. Recommend. The transfer of the rights to the gravel in the 
School District’s gravel bank to the highway department favorably 
effects each year’s tax rate by providing all road gravel free of cost. 
It is one of the contributing reasons for being able to reduce this 
year’s Summer Maintenance item. However, we recommend that the 
Selectmen take appropriate action to protect this property and to 
account for gravel used and sold. 


15. Recommend. Many towns are now printing and distributing 
their Property Tax Listings but once every third or fifth year. Inas- 
much as there is a saving to the taxpayer involved and without de- 
priving any citizen of this information (it is available to anyone on 
demand to the Selectmen) we suggest that these listings be printed 
every third year beginning with 1954. However, we suggest that the 
Selectmen print in each Town Report the year’s changes in either 
valuation or ownership. 


18. Do not recommend. Refer to recommendations under Article 
11 please. In addition to the reasons given in the Article 11 recom- 
mendations we point out the fact that the Selectmen have apportioned 
$4000. of the 1954 T.R.A. funds for work on the Turnpike, (the road 
upon which this bridge is located). Construction of this bridge should 
come out of either this or next year’s Town Road Air appropriation. 


SCHOOL WARRANT ARTICLES 


9. Do not recommend. In order that the details of the operations of 
the School Lunch program may be presented to the town the School 
Board agreed to insert a special Article in the Warrant. For the past 
two years this appropriation has been in the regular budget. This 
Committee believes that good management and proper pricing should 
allow this project to be continued at no cost to the tax payer and still 
provide adequate assistance to those who need it. 


10. Recommend. While regretting that this expense is coming at 
this particular time we believe that further delay in fixing the floors 
of the main school building will increase the cost. ‘This is particularly 
true of the larger room. 


Li" 12, 13,14, 15, 167175 19. “All of; these -articlesepertain 10. tue 
subject matter of the so-called Citizen’s Committee report contained 
in a separate section of this Town Report. Inasmuch as each of the 
voting members of the Finance Committee were members of that 
special committee and are signing that report we refer you to this 
special report for our recommendation. 


19. Recommend. At the suggestion of this Committee the School 
Board has agreed to transfer rights to the gravel in their gravel bank 
to the Selectmen, retaining for their own use whatever gravel or 
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loam they may need in the future. They retain ownership of the 
land upon which the gravel bank is located. It was felt that the 
development of the bank by the Highway Department would prove 
to be more advantageous to the town as a whole. 


20. Recommend. The same reasons as given for recommending the 
hiring of the Municipal Accounting Division for the town accounts 
apply to the School District. 


MISCELLANEOUS 


Town Dump. A needless increase in the expense of maintaining 
the town dump has been inflicted on the taxpayer by the heedlessness 
and carelessness of a few. If an appeal to those who are abusing 
the privileges of a public dump goes unheeded, we recommend that 
the Selectmen vote to close the dump six days out of seven and police 
it on the open date. 


Cost of Short Term Borrowings. Because our tax bills were mailed 
late in 1953 an extraordinary amount of interest was paid on our 
short term borrowings of $27,000. While this was somewhat unavoid- 
able last year because of the lateness of the County and State we 
feel that a special effort should be made to get the tax information to 
the ‘Tax Collector in time for him to make an early mailing. We also 
feel that a somewhat higher remuneration for the Tax Collector could 
encourage a greater continuity in office and therefore a better per- 
centage of quick collections. 


Low Cost Building. Because of our proximity to Manchester our 
town is continually threatened with low cost dwelling building—and 
its consequent effect on the taxes of all of us. A depression would 
make this danger a reality. We suggest that the town start now to 
study the possibilities that may be inherent in a tailor-made building 
code. 


Signatures to this Report. The By-laws governing the Finance Com- 
mittee prevent the representatives from the Selectmen and from the 
School Board from voting. Consequently only the names of the 
voting members are signed to this report.

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Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the Citizens of New Boston: 


I hereby submit my annual report as superintendent of the schools 
of the New Boston School District. 


Teaching Staff 


On the high school level two teachers resigned at the close of the 
school year 1952-53, — Mrs. Jane Gamsby and Mr. George Ansley. As 
replacements the School Board secured the services of Miss Claire M. 
Sullivan (English) and Mrs. Joyce Tefft (Home Economics). 

In the elementary grades, Miss Marie Bourassa moved to Connecticut 
and was replaced by Miss Helen Garon, a graduate of Keene Teachers 
College in 1953. 


Enrollment 


Our present total enrollment of 216 pupils in grades | thru 12 is 
slightly larger than at this time a year ago. Our average daily member- 
ship last year was 199, with 214 different pupils in attendance. 

In looking ahead to the next three or four years, may I call your 
attention to the following projected enrollments, based on our census 


figures of last fall:

From the above table the reader will note that next fall we expect 
a decrease in grades 1-6, but an increase of nearly 30% in Grades 
7-12. The distribution in the elementary grades will not allow for 
a lesser number of rooms in use for those grades, but the increase on 
the junior and senior high school levels will demand added space. 
The study of the committee appointed at the last annual meeting 
indicates the use of the proposed new construction for the lower 
grades, thus releasing rooms in the main building for use of grades 


7-12. 
1954-55 Warrant 


The warrant for the annual meeting as prepared by the School 
Board contains several articles to cover whatever action the district 
desires to take in order to increase classroom space. If we are to con- 
tinue to educate our children from grades 1 through 12, two new 
rooms will meet our needs for the next five or six years. If our high 
school group were to be sent to neighboring high schools, need for 
new construction at this time would be eliminated. 
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Also included in the warrant is an article to see if the district will 
appropriate funds to continue the program of renovation at the main 
building as begun a year ago. During the summer months, new floor 
timbers and new flooring were installed, together with new stair treads. 
Last March it was proposed that we continue the program of reno- 
vation until such time as our building was in suitable condition. The 
article in the warrant presents an opportunity for the voters to express 
their opinion on the matter. ; 

Also included for district action is the subject of funds to subsidize 
the School Lunch Program, Last year the School Board carried $150 
in its budget for this purpose. It is hoped that we will not have to use 
district funds for more than the budget figure, as has been the case in 
past years. Your action is requested as to the amount to be raised for 
the school year 1954-55.

Two children have been under treatment at the Winant House in 
Concord, one at the Convulsive Disorder Clinic, and one at the 
Mental Hygiene Clinic. 

I assisted at three Child Health Conferences during the year. 

Thirteen of our incoming First Graders were vaccinated and eight 
received booster shots. Twenty-two had physical examinations at this 
clinic. 

I made five visits to Dr. Dickerman’s office with children for eye 
examinations. Glasses were obtained for one child through the Sight 
Conservation Program. 
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I made two visits to the Winant House in Concord. 

At this time I would like to thank the ladies of the Legion Auxiliary 
for the wonderful work they are doing with the Dental Program. 

Registration Day was held May 14, 1953 with 22 children attending. 
All were weighed, measured, ad given a vision and hearing test. 

Forty-five home visits were made during the year, 25 reecived First 
Aid. 

During the school year we had only one case of Chicken Pox and one 
case of Mumps.

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Report of Citizens’ Committee 


During the past eight or ten years the school population of New 
Boston has been steadily increasing. This increase has called for addi- 
tional classroom space, which need was temporarily met by the con- 
struction of two elementary units adjacent to the Playground. 


With the opening of school in the fall of 1952 it was apparent that, 
since all classroom space was in use, the community would have to 
again consider the problem of future expansion. As a result of this 
situation, an article was inserted in the 1953 School Warrant which 
read, ‘““To see if the School District will vote to appointt a Study 
Committee composed of the School Board and four citizens at large 
to study all educational developments possible in the foreseeable fu- 
ture and to submit a report in writing at the 1954 meeting.’ (This 
article was inserted by petition.) 


The School District voted favorably upon the above article, and the 
committee was designated as Thelma Mason, William Burger, Francis 
Whipple (School Board), William Mason, Fred Moss, Charles Gould, 
and Logan Dickie, Mr. Burger was elected chairman. 


Since its formation last March the committee, augmented by other 
citizens in the community, divided itself into several areas of interest, 
studying specific areas of the problem, and reporting back to the 
entire committee. This report is a composite of the findings of the 
several sub-committees as well as the committee created by the annual 
meeting of last March. 


Basically the problem of providing additional facilities to meet the 
growing number of children resolved itself into two main questions, 
(1) To build additional classrooms and continue to provide for the 
education of all pupils from grade one through high school, or (2) To 
provide for the high school group in neighboring high schools, and 
use the vacated classrooms for the elementary grades, such an arrange- 
ment not requiring the construction of additional facilities in New 
Boston. 


The various aspects of the study and report may be divided into 
four main areas of study, — (1) The statistical findings of the com- 
mittee relative to the anticipated number of pupils to be accom- 
modated, (2) The feasibility of providing for the high school group 
in schools in neighboring communities, (3) The costs involved in a 
building program to provide for all pupils of New Boston, and (4) 
Providing the legal pattern for action by the citizens at the 1954 
district meeting. 


The Findings 


The conclusions of the committee in regard to the needs of the 
schools may be subdivided as to (1) Enrollment projections, (2) Class- 
room unit needs, (3) Recommended grade distribution on the elemen- 
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tary level, and (4) Curricula possibilities and or needs, with particular 
reference to the high school. 

Enrollment projections: It is obvious that we can not project enroll- 
ment figures for a period in excess of six or seven years. If we project 
our pre-school census figures and our current enrollment figures, we 
anticipate the following number of pupils as indicated below:

Room Needs: In considering school enrollments the problem is 
two-fold. The first is concerned with the total number of pupils in- 
volved as projected in the prior table; the second, with the problem 
of the number of rooms necessary to house the pupils from an edu- 
cational point of view. Certain age groups can be combined with 
other groups, while in other cases such a procedure can not be fol- 
lowed without creating ineffective educational units. 


The minimum number of classroom units necessary to house the 
anticipated enrollments during the next six or seven years is estimated 
to be one additional room for the year 1954-55, followed by a second 
unit in 1955-56. Iwo rooms is felt to be the minimum number of 
rooms needed, and it is possible that a third room may be needed. 


Even though the town were to provide two additional rooms in the 
next two-year period, we would not necessarily have an ideal arrange- 
ment of grades. We would still have combination grades and split 
grades, and we would also have groups with enrollments greater than 
can be effectively taught. Certain of these elementary units will be 
of such numbers that any perceptable increase through pupils moving 
into the town will create an over-crowded condition. 


Class Loads: As mentioned above, if we are to plan on the number 
of classroom units outlined above, we may well expect relatively 
crowded classrooms, which will mean decreasing benefits to the chil. 
dren. It is the feeling of the committee that the citizenry should go on 
record as to the type of education it wishes for its children when the 
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number of additional classroom units is determined. It is the feeling 
of many persons that elementary class units should not exceed 30 
children, with 25 being the optimum number. If we are to subscribe 
to either of the above figures, we should provide for a greater number 
of new units than given above. 


Curricula Offerings: The number of rooms needed for the high 
school do not presume any changes in the high school curriculum, 
in fact, we have figured our room needs in terms of a minimum high 
school program. If the courses of study on the high school level are 
to be expanded or enriched, more space will be needed than indicated 
above. To enrich or enlarge the high school program will mean fewer 
pupils per class subject as well as an additional number of classes and 
classrooms. 


Tuition 


As mentioned earlier in this report, one plan proposed to ease the 
classroom problem is to send our high school pupils to neighboring 
high schools on a tuition basis. If such a plan were to be followed, New 
Boston would not be required to construct additional units, but 
could use existing facilities now occupied by the high school for ele- 
mentary grades. 


To send our high school pupils to neighboring high schools would 
mean that the district would, by law, have to meet the costs of tui- 
tion on these pupils. Undoubtedly, although not required by law, 
the community would demand that the district also provide transpor- 
tation to Goffstown or Milford, or both. 


Although no definite request has been made by your committee for 
admission of our high school pupils to either of these two high schools, 
what conversation has taken place would indicate that Goffstown might 
develop its local expansion program to provide for the New Boston 
pupils should the community so vote. 


In attempting to project and compare costs of retaining all twelve 
grades against sending our high school pupils to another high school, 
we must set up a basis of comparison. Certain facts are evident. 


Our high school will undoubtedly never have sufficient enrollment 
to warrant as broad a curriculum as is possible in larger schools. A 
maximum of some 90 pupils would not warrant a full curriculum of 
science, languages, shop, commerce, etc. The per pupil cost would be 
prohibitive. We can not, therefore, estimate the cost of a program of 
studies for New Boston comparable with that provided in Milford 
and Goffstown. 


In studying the various proposals to meet our problems, the com- 
mittee arrived at the following estimated cost of the several solutions: 


1. If we are to compare the costs on a tuition basis, we must re- 
member that we are not comparing comparable courses of study. 
The average yearly cost of running our school system should we 
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send our high school pupils out of town is estimated to be 
$61,274.00. 


2. If we are satisfied with our present high school curriculum, and 
feel we cannot afford additional advantages, we can continue to 
operate our schools as they are at an average yearly cost of 
$57,951.00 including all charges except those for debt retire- 
ment and interest. 


3. The estimated cost of construction and equipment for two 
additional rooms should be about $20,000. The yearly cost of 
principal and interest on $20,000 would average $2,300 a year 
for 10 years. This will make the total to retain all our schools 
in New Boston $60,251. This is $1,023 less per year to “retain” 
than “tuition” for the high school out of town for the period 
1954-1964. 

4. Providing the school population remains static and costs re- 


main the same, after ten years (1964-1974), or after the building 
is paid for, it would be $3,323 less expensive per year to retain 
our present system than to provide tuition. 

5. These figures are based on the best information available at the 
present moment. Any radical change in future school population 
or economic conditions would materially change these estimates. 


Building Construction 


Your committee has investigated the costs of various methods of 
providing necessary classroom space. Appropriate articles have been 
included in the warrant for the annual district meeting and reference 
is made to said articles in the following paragraphs. 


Under Article 13 estimates indicate one new one-room unit can 
be built by closing in between the present two units making it into 
a three room building for $11,000. If we build a two-room unit this 
year, one room as above, and adding another room to the rear or 
northerly side, it will cost $20,500. These figures are based on the same 
type of wooden construction as present buildings. The same two-room 
unit with front to match present buildings but rest of steel and 
masonry construction $16,500. 


Under Article 14 estimated cost of one new one-room building is 
$12,500 and to build two new one-room buildings this year under 
one contract $24,500 including $500 for additional fill. These new 
buildings to be same construction as present buildings. 

Under Article 15 to build a separate two and one-half room building 
of steel and masonry construction, north of the present buildings, 
$18,500 including $500 for fill. 

To each of the above totals in this section of the report, should be 
added an item of $2,000 for equipment. 

While we realize that the financial condition of our town probably 
precludes any consideration of a town financed building to house such 
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physical education program as is now provided, we would be remiss 
did we not draw to your attention the fact that the present facilities 
for such activities are inadequate. When considering the ultimate costs 
of retention of our preesnt system, consideration should be given to 
the possibilities of adding to those costs the expense of an adequate 
program of recreation and physical education. 


Summary 
Apparently we have but two choices. 


a. To build sufficient new rooms to accommodate our school 
population and continue the present program of instruction. 


b. To close our high school and arrange with other towns to 
enroll the high school students in their system on a tuition 
basis. 


Recommendation:—Because of the overall financial picture we are 
constrained to recommend the adoption of Article 13 with con- 
struction of steel and masonry with the front to match present 
buildings.
